Normally, because you chose it in the first 
place, its shortcomings are few. Of course, 
the few are important, and yet can be 
remedied to your satisfaction with less 
difficulty than adjusting to a new situation. 
Also, remember that the price of land 
probably has gone up considerably since you 
invested in your present house. 

Consider the advantages of its location— 
schools, shopping, long-time friends 

and neighbors. A new house with everything 
you have now plus the improvement you 
want would cost more, too, because building 
costs almost certainly are higher. 

When you do decide to go ahead—whether 
now or later—start right here for everything 


you should know, from how much to how-to. 


Where to get the money? 


To make the most of any of the improvements shown in this 
month’s Better Homes & Gardens, you have a choice of two 
main ways to finance your project. They are Modernization 
Loans and Personal Loans. 

Modernization Loans -FHA loans of this type are 
now available for as much as $3500 and as long as five years. 
The fee is $5 per $100 of loan up to $2500, and $4 per $100 
over that. But this fee is charged on the original amount, 
unlike mortgage interest which is calculated only on your 
declining balance each month. Thus, the $5 per $100 ac- 
tually amounts to a true annual interest rate of about ven 
per cent. You can arrange an FHA loan directly with a bank 
or savings and loan association, even though you already 
have a mortgage and whether or not you are a depositor. 
Or, the contractor doing the work for you can arrange the 
loan. But keep in mind that fly-by-night contractors who 
rove from town to town have in recent years duped home- 
owners into signing FHA completion certificates before the 
jobs were actually completed, on the pretext these were 
receipts for materials. Better Business Bureaus still get 
complaints about this practice. 

Some banks and other lenders also have their own non- 
FHA home-improvement loans. These often cost 50 cents to 
$1 more per $100 than the FHA charge, but in some cases, 
the bank’s rate may be lower. 

For bank home-improvement loans, it may pay to see if 
you can get the loan directly from the bank rather than 
through a contractor. Sometimes, banks give dealers a re- 
bate; a direct loan will eliminate this. 

Personal Loans For small projects, you sometimes 
can beat the FHA modernization-loan rate by a personal 
loan. In some of the largest cities, banks charge as little as 
$4 per $100 for personal loans. In less-competitive areas, 
the charge is more generally $6. If you belong to a credit 
union, their rates range from $3.25 to $6.50 per $100 
lower than FHA modernization loans in many cases. 

Small-loan companies charge highest rates for personal 
loans—frequently about $12.50 per $100. Personal loans 
are suitable chiefly for smaller improvements since they 
usually have to be repaid in 12, 24, or at most, 36 months.

Install a skylight 


One of the best ways to bring more light into an interior 
space is through a skylight. Using a prefabricated plastic 
skylight, you can install the unit yourself if you choose. 

Cost depends on size and type of the unit. They range 
from $20 for a flat skylight 14% by 14% inches to $600 or 
more for one about 93 by 113 inches. Bubble dome skylights 
range from about $33 for the small size to about $650 for the 
large models. If you choose not to do the labor, installation 
cost will run from about $25 to $50, depending on the size of 
the unit and complexity of installation.

Locate opening in ceiling—lIf the rafters are exposed, 
cut a piece of cardboard to the size of the opening and select 
the best location. If the rafters are covered, locate them by 
drilling a small hole, probing with a wire so that you can 
center the skylight properly. Remove the ceiling finish to 
expose rafters and drive four nails through the roof from 
the underside at the corners of the opening space. These 
will guide your saw from above. 


Cut opening in roof —Using the corner nails as a guide, 
mark the outlines of the opening with a knife or linoleum 
cutter. If your skylight uses a wooden or metal curb, check 
the size of the opening again by placing the curb over it. 
Remove the guide nails, drill a hole through the roof at one 
corner and start the opening with a keyhole saw, switching 
to a larger saw when you have clearance for it. 

If the skylight spans more than one rafter space, you will 
have to put in headers, timbers the same size as the rafters 
that span the space between the rafters as above, to support 
the butt ends of the rafter you cut through. You will have 
to do the same with the ceiling joists if you have a pitched 
roof as above. If you have a flat roof, the same headers sup- 
port the ceiling-roof joists and box in the opening. In the 
case of the pitched roof, you box in the opening from the 
ceiling joists and headers to the rafters and roof headers 
with plywood as shown above. 


Skylights fasten to the roof two different ways. So- 
called self-flashing units are fastened atop roof shingles, over 
the opening, with screws or nails. The roofing is then built 
up over the perimeter of the flashing flange. For units that 
have a curb fastened to the opening in the roof, the roof- 
ing is cut back from the opening about three inches on all 
sides and flashing fitted under it. Nail flashing to roof, cover 
it with asphalt cement, felt, and gravel.

Add a prefab fireplace 


There’s something about a fireplace that appeals to the 
American temperament —-and today’s manufacturers make 
it easy to add one in your present home. Prefabricated fire- 
place units are available everywhere in a wide variety of 
styles, sizes, and prices. Installation is comparatively 
simple; if you’re handy enough, you can probably do it 
yourself. Or, with the instructions supplied with most units, 
you can supervise the installation by a pro. 

You'll need to plan a hearth platform of heat-resistant 
material. It can be brick, concrete, stone, marble, clay floor 
tile, or asbestos board.

For the flue, you'll need to cut a hole in both the ceiling and 
roof (if you have b«th). If your home is two stories, you’ll 
want to plan the location of the fireplace so that the flue can 
be hidden in an upstairs closet or boxed in at any easily 
disguised spot. 

Where the flue passes through the ceiling, a “thimble” or 
“collar” ties the flue to the ceiling and masks the opening 
for a neat job. At the point where the flue goes through the 
roof, a roof jack (which adjusts to the pitch of the roof) 
helps make the joint. These openings should be accurately 
marked and cut with a drill and saber saw. 

The guard pipe and outer chimney installation complete 
the job. Check local codes on how far up cap must extend. 

The cost? A lot depends on whether your house is one or 
two stories. The fireplace units also vary considerably. 
Generally, a prefab costs from $250 to $575, installed.

Remodel an old closet 


When you decide to remodel an old closet, you need to plan 
it so that you get more storage in the same floor space. Do 
this by rearranging the layout of the floor plan or changing 
the vertical storage arrangement, or both. The shallow 
reach-in closet is one of the common types and here are two 
ways to improve it: 














In the original plan, a single clothes pole ran lengthwise 
in the closet before the remodeling. From the standard 
narrow doorway, it was difficult to reach clothes hung in 
either extreme end of the closet. 

The revised plan, left above, has clothes poles across the 
width of the closet. On one side of the door, pole is at a 
standard height, 5 feet 6 inches, for full-length clothes. On 
the other side, a pole is put across the closet at 6-foot 
height and another is put below it at 3 feet 3 inches. This 
side is for jackets, skirts, and other short clothing. The 
hanging space is increased by about one third and it is now 
possible to walk into the closet to reach any item you want 
The shelf storage in the upper part of the closet hasn’t been 
affected by this change. 

The second way to treat the same closet requires more 
extensive remodeling but yields even more storage, as 
shown in the plan above (right) and in the drawings below. 
The use of sliding wardrobe-type doors allows you to de- 
sign reach-in storage and utilize every inch of space in the 
area of the closet. The first step in this change is to enlarge 
the door opening to accommodate the sliding doors. After 
the opening has been framed-in, the interior can be planned 
to suit individual needs. 




















The reach-in wardrobe type designs above are only two 
examples of the many possibilities that can be worked with 
this closet. The design on the left has more space to hang 
clothes than the one on the right. There is more shelf space 
on the right to store such items as hat and shoe boxes, 
pocketbooks; and notice the drawers near the bottom on 
the right for shoe storage.

now, you won’t be able to add anything new to the load 
without straining it to the danger point. For this reason, an 
extensive remodeling plan should include a thorough wiring 
check by a competent electrical contractor. 

You can make a preliminary check of your present system 
yourself by following these hints: 
If you’re planning for any equip- 
ment requiring 220 volts in your 
remodeling, check the power lines 
entering your house. 

If there are three lines coming 
from the power company’s pole to 

| the service entrance on your house, 
| then you’re in pretty good shape. 
But if there are only two lines, you 
is can count on a rewiring job. 

An easy way to check your present 
wiring’s capacity is to simply look at the name plate on 
your switch box, which shows the amperage and voltage; 
60 amps is the accepted minimum, but you’ll be better off 
for present needs with a 100-amp. box. And if you want to 
be prepared for future needs, a 200 amp. box is the thing. 

Of course, if you increase the 
amount of power coming into the 
box, you'll have to upgrade the ca- 
pacity of your wiring system, too. 
You'll have to increase wire sizes 
and/or add circuits to do this. 

Here’s where your electrical con- 
tractor can help. He’ll analyze your 
needs and tell you what must be 
done.

Add dishwasher, disposer 


Here are the important facts to keep in mind when you 
consider addition of dishwasher or food waste disposer. 
Several types of dishwashers are available, so you first 
must decide which you prefer. Then, because sizes vary, 
measure proposed location in your kitchen to make sure 
your choice will fit. Check loca] electrical and plumbing 
codes. Find out installation costs before work starts. 

Installation costs vary de- 
pending on wiring and plumb- 
ing required. Minimum for dis- lt 
poser varies across the country _ 
from $15 to $35, but may run __—- 
you more in older homes if a SS ——— 
extensive changes are needed. — - 
Dishwasher minimum varies _ 
from $30 to $50, but may run 
above $100 when cabinet work 
is needed. 

Satisfactory operation of 
both requires adequate volt- — 
age, and hot water. 

Of the six types of dishwashers, you’re sure to find one 
that fits your kitchen. Undercounter built-in fits into stand- 
ard cabinets. Most are 24 inches wide; some are 30. Choose 
front- or top-loading. With front load, allow four feet in 
front for room to walk if door’s open. Mobile dishwashers 
require no installation. Just roll out, attach to faucet. Both 
front- and top-load are on the 
market. Newest variation is 
mobile unit you may build in 
later. A freestanding dishwash- 
er is permanently installed just 
like the undercounter units, 
but has its own counter top. 

Also available is a combina- 
tion dishwasher-sink. There’s a 
thin unit to set on counter or 
recess in wall. Faucet-dish- 
washer attachment’s handy. 

When you consider adding waste disposer, you'll find 
there are two types, although both are installed in the same 
general way and require about same under-sink space. 
Adapters and other special aids for installation in older 
sinks are available. 

Good point to check is whether or not your city permits 
the connection of disposers to its sewerage system. You may 
use a septic tank if capacity is 
adequate. A _ continuous-feed 
type disposer permits scraping 
food in as it operates. Or you 
can fill and then turn it on. 
Separate control switch may 
go anyplace. 

On top-control unit, starting 
switch actually is in the cover 
in the sink. Rotation of its top 
turns this type disposer on. 

Today’s waste disposers are a hardy lot, as are the new 
dishwashers. Both are quieter, much improved since they 
first came on the market. And even though installation in 
an older house may involve extra steps and thus mean 
some increase in cost, you'll increase resale value as well as 
everyday convenience for your family.

Add a small-space bathroom 


If your remodeling calls for the addition of a bathroom, 
you'll be facing three problems —- finding the space, arrang- 
ing the fixtures efficiently, and fitting your budget to your 
plans. To help solve these, we’ve gathered this information 
for you. With it, you can start planning. 

As you plan, remember that location is important —the 
closer the new fixtures are to existing water supply, drain- 
age lines, and vents, the less it will cost you. A new upstairs 
or downstairs bathroom should be located directly above or 
below an existing bath. 
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Plan for end of a stairway hall (left) shows how to work with 
a small square space. Longer, narrow space (right) works 
efficiently with a sliding door. 
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This bath-dressing room combination works well in 2 long, 
narrow master bedroom of an older home. Sliding doors on 
both sides of the dressing area save floor space.

Beef Fondue breaks the ice 


Skiers and skaters—-and shy guests thaw out 
under the spell of Swiss hospitality. Set the stage with 
soft candlelight, a crackling log in the fireplace, a 
buffet of appetizers, Beef Fondue, and dessert 

With Beef Fondue, there’s the gay clamor of 
folks chatting and cooking and eating all at the same 
time. The copper beef-fondue cooker on the white 
table holds hot cooking oil. (Or use an electric sauce 
pan.) Each guest is outfitted with a divided plate for 
his supply of cubed tenderloin and dipping sauces, a 
long-handled fondue fork, and a dinner fork. Here’s 
what to do: With your fondue fork, spear a cube of 
beef and hold it in the cooker till browned. Now 
switch to the dinner fork and dip this luscious morsel 
in one of these—-Garlic Butter, Anchovy Butter, 
Tomato Steak Sauce, Horseradish Cream, or Caper 
Sauce. Eat your cube of beef (wonderful!), then fix 
the next bite. Accompany Beef Fondue with crusty 
slices of French bread 

Appetizer-dessert table. To start the feast, how 
about sizzling Bacon Bites (stuffed green olives are 
inside) and Hibachi Cheese Biscuits? Again. guests 
fix their own, stringing these tidbits on skewers. To 
polish off the meal, there are Dessert Pancakes, 
rolled up with Whipped Orange Butter, and offered

Cook up an Oriental Hot Pot 


Midnight supper, perhaps for New Year's Eve or after 
the show, can be exotic in a hurry. The foods are sliced 
ahead, the sauces made, then all stowed in the refriger- 
ator. When guests are hungry, the hostess simply heats 
the broth and sets out the makings. 

Genghis Khan hot pot is another name for this Chinese 
specialty. Or maybe you’ve seen it on restaurant menus 
as volcano soup. We show an honest-to-goodness Mon- 
golian cooker with a charcoal chimney in the center, but 
any chafing dish or electric skillet will do as well. 

What’s cooking. Everything on the tray is raw, of 
course—chunks of eggplant, crosscut strips of sirloin, 
halved mushrooms, thin slices of chicken breast, squares 
of Chinese cabbage, shucked shrimp. Fresh spinach to 
simmer along with the other foods is ready in the big red 
bowl. The broth is chicken bouillon that boasts a faint 
overtone of ginger. Individual bowls of fluffy rice are 
served at the same time as the Hot Pot. 

The how-to. You pick out a few choice tidbits at a 
time and drop them from chopsticks, bamboo tongs, or 
fork into the lazily bubbling broth. In a few minutes, fish 
them out to dip into zesty sauces on your plate, like Pea- 
nut or Red Sauce, Chinese Mustard or Ginger Soy. 

Traditionalists poach eggs in the broth when it has 
taken on subtle flavor from the foods that have sim- 
mered in it. At the very last, the hostess may ladle the 
broth as a soup. It’s delicious! Dessert? Skip it, or serve 
a fruit bowl and candied ginger with coffee or tea. 


Sukiyaki. Chopsticks, anyone? oneal 


The hostess (or host) starts things off by cooking the 
first four servings, then continues with the next four or 
lets a guest take over. Soon everyone’s begging for a turn 
at the wok (really your electric skillet). A Sukiyaki party, 
like the Hot Pot shindig, can go on all evening folks add 
a few bites more to the cooking sauce at whim of appe- 
tite. Seconds taste like firsts, tempting and hot. And 
tardy guests fare as well as the early arrivals. 

Food drama. For the beauty of a still-life picture, 
line up the foods in stark simplicity —-a row each of bias- 
cut celery, spinach, sliced mushrooms, bean sprouts, 
slivers of tenderloin, green-onion cuts, squares of bean 
curd, water chestnuts, a nest of “cellophane’’ noodles. 
Recipe tells how to toss-stir-cook the Oriental way fast 
and short so foods stay crisp. 

The go-withs. Hot rice, each kernel snowy and sep- 
arate, is a must. We give recipes for the Far East method 
and the American version. Offer green tea with Sukiyaki, 
and pour tea again to go with almond cookies. 

Pocket change buys plain wood chopsticks for the 
crowd. Afraid of fumbling? Aw, come on, see our direc- 
tions and give ’em a try. Your guests will have the time 
of their lives. Nice thing about the etiquette, it’s polite 
to hold your rice bowl under your chin!

Cook-it-yourself 


Can’t be formal-it’s Cheese Fondue! 


The Swiss national dish, that’s the honor bestowed on Cheese Fon 
due. And no wonder! The flavor is subtle and rich, yet this delicacy is 
created from a few simple ingredients in a matter of minutes. The eating 
is a friendly ritual folks all dip from the same cooking pot 

A man is the cook, according to tradition. But the Swiss won't 
care if the hostess takes over. The key to perfect fondue is in constant 
stirring and in adjusting the heat so mixture barely bubbles. To follow 
ancient custom, always stir in the same direction with big swoops of a 
wooden cooking fork. Some experts stir in a figure-8 pattern. 

Guests take a turn with the cooking while they eat. Here’s how: Spear 
a chunk of bread so tines go through the soft part first, then through the 
sturdy crust to anchor firmly. Now dip it in the melted cheese and keep 
the fondue in motion until your neighbor is ready to continue the chain 
stirring. Twirl your fork as you withdraw your morsel of cheese-coated 
bread. Terrific eating and fun to boot 

Oops! Lose your bread in the fondue pot? If you were the first to 
drop it, in the old country you’d probably have to pay for the meal. A 
happier forfeit is often permitted—-a kiss to the friend of your choice. 
When nearly all the fondue has been eaten, the cheese at the bottom will 
brown. Gourmets consider this crisp crust a special treat, so remove from 
heat and lift it out to divide among the guests. 

Cheese Fondue solos as the meal—-the Swiss say to skip the salad, 
and no cold drink, please. At the very last, offer freshly brewed hot coffee 
or tea, or steaming mugs of fragrant apple juice. 

Gear for Cheese Fondue. An earthenware casserole with handle and 
a metal-topped stand with alcohol burner or canned heat offer Conti- 
nental atmosphere. A chafing dish can double as a fondue cooker. You'll 
want a wood fork for silent stirring, long-handled forks for guests to use

A “misplaced’’ window, that is, one in- 
stalled with little regard to location or 
view, can often be completely hidden 
Hang floor-to-ceiling draperies over the 
window and part of the wall for a big-win 
dow effect. Use a drapery fabric that cuts 
light filtration, so the actual window open 
ing won t show through. Another disguise

entire wall. Hang tube lights from the ceil 
ing to fake daylight coming through the 
false window wall 

\ pair of small windows can look like 
one big window, if you hang a mirror on 
the wall between the windows and add a 
pair of side draperies. Another method 
hang sill-length draperies at ceiling height, 
alongside the windows; add a wide roller 
shade or venetian blind to hide the wall 
areas and to control light. 

A high strip window can be “lowered” 
with floor-length curtains installed at sill 
level; add a valance at the window top. 
Note fourth drawing.) Or use a wide vene 
tian blind to cover the window opening; 
make side draperies the same length as the 
others in the room. Arrange furniture be- 
low the window to detract from its height. 
Study the last drawing. 

Make an artificial window to break the 
monotony of an overly wide wall area, as 
in a long narrow room or in a hall. Hang 
draperies over a blank wall or paste up a 
scenic mural and decorate around it just as 
if it were a window with a view. 

Some do’s and don’ts to remember as you 
plan your new window treatments: when 
measuring the windows and wall areas, use 
a firm stepladder; don’t substitute a chair 
and a stack of books. 

Measure with a yardstick, steel tape, or 
a folding rule, not a cloth tape. 

Measure for rods and install them before 
measuring for new curtains, draperies, 
panels, and so forth. Allow for the thick- 
ness of your rugs when measuring for floor- 
to-ceiling drapery treatments. 

If you can’t decide on the best treat- 
ments for your problem windows, ask ad- 
vice in your store’s drapery department.

Northeast 
and Midwest 
Gardening 





MOST gardening in our region this month is carried out 
from the armchair—except for the few obligations listed 
later. This sabbatical offers us a chance to catch up on the 
latest garden reading books, magazines, and new garden 
catalogues. Now’s the time to really do garden planning. 


Choose plants wisely: Don’t forget the native species 
or staunch naturalized plants for our area. They’ll perform 
the best—-yet, it’s fun experimenting with new ones. 


Fragrance in the garden: A garden is meant to delight 
the nose as well as the eye. Build some “fragrance” spots 
in your garden by planting attractive perennial herbs, such 
as rosemary, mint, thyme, lavender, and savory. They'll do 
well, even on poor soil, with a minimum of care. 


Hardy shrub roses: Plan to set out a few this year. They 
survive drouth and cold winter, 
without protection. There are no 
gardens in our region too small 
to have room for at least one. 





Garden diary: Don’t rely on 
your memory or on scribbled 
notes for your records. I jot down 
my notes and reminders in a cal- 
endar appointment book under 
the correct date for planting, 
spraying, blooming, or when ob- 
servations were made. 


Laber-saving tips: I paint 
the handles of tools white 
they’re easier to find if misplaced. 

. Install mowing strips of grav- 
el, brick, or concrete at lawn 
edges to reduce trimming... . I 
set a steel drum of oiled sand in 
my service yard to clean tools 
after using. Just stick the tool in sand and twist—thus 
cleaning and rustproofing it. ... Make a map of your gar- 
den, showing location and exact names of each shrub, tree, 


and flower bed. 


Reminders: After every thaw, patrol the perennial beds 
and gently push back into the soil the crowns of plants 
which may have been forced out of the ground by frost ac- 
tion during the warm spell. . .. Check your stored bulbs and 
tubers. If any show signs of deterioration, either discard or 
cut out diseased portions. Make sure they are not drying 
out—a light sprinkling of water occasionally will prevent 
this. . . . Time to prune fruit trees. Be certain to make cuts 
clean and use a light application of tree wound dressing. . . . 
Cut branches of spring-flowering shrubs, such as forsythia 
and quince, for forcing indoors. Place stems in water, keep 
in sunny room. Sprinkle branches every day to prevent 
drying out. Buds will burst into bloom in about three or 
four weeks. —Peter Farb

Allergies causing nosebleed. \|lergics may well be respon- 
sible for recurrent (at least once a month) nose bleeding. Com- 
parisons of allergic and non-allergic children have shown that 
nosebleeds are six times more frequent in allergic youngsters, 
and injuries to nose membranes from rubbing, pulling, o1 
scratching are ten times more common 

Blood vessels of allergically congested, inflamed membranes 
are easily broken, with consequent bleeding. Allergic children 
rub their noses so much that doctors call the gesture “the al- 
Chis combination of easy-bleeding membranes 
with a constant urge to dig and scratch at the nose makes the 


lergic salute.” 


child unusually vulnerable to nosebleed. Treatment of an under- 
lying allergy may reduce the frequency of nosebleed incidents 
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For aching backs. Agonizing back pain, which the victim is 
likely to call “‘a crick in the back,’ embraces a variety of condt- 
tions medically known as the “low back syndrome.” Surgery 
may sometimes be necessary, but Dr. Otto Kestler, orthopedic 
surgeon of the Hospital for Joint Diseases, New York, finds that 
the great majority of patients recover under conservative treat- 
ment—bed rest on a firm mattress, no stooping, twisting or lift- 
ing, applications of heat to the affected area and pain-relievers if 
needed 

Pain causes muscle spasm, which causes more pain, and so on 
in a vicious cycle which delays recovery. One drug, Carisoprodol, 
was tested by Doctor Kestler on 106 consecutive patients who 
received conservative treatment for disabling low back pain. An 
equal number of patients received identical treatment without 
the drug 

The most striking difference was in recovery time. The drug- 
treated persons were back at work, on the average, in 11.5 days, 
compared to 41 days for the other group. The muscle-relaxing 
drug saved each patient about one month of time lost from work. 


Desludging the blood. Rheumatic disease, malaria. injuries, 
heart and blood vessel ailments. infections. and a host of unre- 
lated diseases are frequently accompanied by “sludging” of blood. 
Red cells clump together and slow or temporarily block the flow 
of blood in very small vessels, like dirty sludge in an oil line. 

This was first noticed in monkeys infected with malaria. Later 
it was found that antimalarial drugs reduce sludging, and may 
be valuable in diseases quite different from malaria. The drugs 
have been used with considerable benefit in long-term treatment 
of rheumatoid arthritis. 

Now a preliminary study by Dr. Benjamin P. Madow of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, reports the use of an antimalarial drug. Plaquenil. in 
1} patients who had heart attacks. strokes. and other vascular 


diseases. With daily maintenance doses of the drug, 18 patients 


who previously had one or more heart attacks have gone nine 
months without a recurrence, and several claimed that cheat 
pains from exertion virtually disappeared after the third day of 
treatment. Patients with thrombophlebitis (vein clot with inflam. 
mation) responded rapidly to the drug, and eight patients treated 
for strokes did well. 
Piane and the ears. Piano playing is harmiless—at least to 
the ears. A thorough investigation of 30 professional pianists over 
60 years of age demolished the “It makes me deaf” alibi of 
youngsters who hate to practice. The pianists had remarkably 
better hearing than average for people of their age, and the 
piano was absolved as a threat to hearing 
Other musical instruments didn’t get quite so clean an audi- 
tory bill of health. Large orchestras are louder than a piano, and 
some players of kettle drums, cymbals, and brass instruments 
have become modcratcly hard of hearing in the course of their 


careers. 


Aspirin controversies. Conflicting claims of superiority of 
various plain and buffered aspirin products shouldn't cause you 
to desert the brand that pleases you. One reason why legitimate 
comparative studies may give conflicting results is suggested by 
pharmacists of the University of Buffalo 

“One brand of plain tablets may be quite unlike another,” they 
point out. The faster an aspirin tablet dissolves, the less likely it 
is to cause stomach irritation. But solution rate is not the same 
as disintegration time—the rate at which a tablet falls apart into 
small particles. Solution speed varies with different products and 
is not necessarily directly related to disintegration time, 

The investigators offer some good advice: don’t swallow an as- 
pirin tablet whole, on an empty stomach, or without a drink of water. 
“When tablets are well chewed and taken with plenty of water, 
no product-to-product differences are likely to be observed.”

Choose a time when he’s hungry, but 
also happy, for these experiments. If 
he takes just a taste or two, then turns 
away, don’t force the matter. Let him 
have his milk or juice the usual way. 
After he’s taken care of those hunger 
pangs, you might offer the new meth- 
od once more. If he isn’t interested, 
wait until next time. 

After the strangeness has worn off, 
and he discovers how good the differ- 
ent varieties of food are, he'll take to 
spoon feeding as a matter of course.
